SUBJECT ; Initiation of review of anti-dumping duty imposed on Potassium Permanganate originating in or 
exported from the People's Republic of China. 

38/3/97/ADD.— The Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as Authority) having regard to the Customs Tariff 
(Second Amendment) Act, 1982 and the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of duty or Additional duty 
on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1985 thereof recommended imposition of definitive Anti Dumping 
Duty on imports of Potassium Permanganate originating in or exported from China PR. 

1. Product Under Consideration : The product under consideration is Potassium Permanganate, and it is classified 
under custom sub-heading 2841.60 of Schedule 1 of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 and under No. 2841.60.01 of ITC (Based 
on Harmonized Commodity Description and Coding System). The classification is, however, indicative only and is not 
binding on the scope of the present review. 

2. Initiation of Anti-Dumping Investigation : The Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and the rules made 
thereunder require the Authority .to review, from time to time, the n^eed for the continued imposition of Anti Dumping Duty 
recommended. The Designated Authority, therefore, considers that the Anti Dumping Duty imposed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment in pursuant to the ri\ wmmendations made by the Authority vide notification No. 144 dated 8th Aug., 1995 need be 
reviewed at this stage. 

3. Having decided to review the final fadings notified vide No. 144 dated 8th ^.ug., 1995, the Authority hereby 
initiates investigations to review the need for continue*,1 imposition of the anti-dumping duty imposed on imports of Potassium 
Permanganate originating in or exported from China PR in accordance with the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and 
the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti-Dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determi¬ 
nation of Injury) Rules, 1995. 
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4. This Review covers all aspects of Notification No. 144 dated 8th Aug., 1995. 

5. Period of Investigation : The period of investigation for the purpose of the present review is 1 at Jan., 1997 to 31 st 
Dec., 1997. 

6. M/s. Universal Chemicals & Industries Pvt, Ltd., Mumbai was considered as the domestic industry in the above 
referred notificatdh of imposition of definitive anti-dumping duty. The Authority proposed to consider M/s. Universal Chemi¬ 
cal & industries Pvt. Ltd., Mumbai as the domestic industry in accordance with the Rules supra.
